“A CIVIL WAR” 

Prof. “Ely’s desciiption of a strike as ‘a civil war’ is pe- 
culiarly applicable to a strike of the magnitude and national 
importance of-the one now declared in the United States Steel 
Corporation. ‘The failure of officials and the representatives 
of the union to reach an agreement is universally regretted 
and the angry tone of the conferees of Saturday is deplor- 
able and disquieting. 

If this mighty war is permitted to go on, the results cannot 
be but disastrous to both sides. As in all wars where the 
principle at stake is not clear, vite | and in mortal jeopardy, 
the inevitable final balance-sheet shows, at. best, gain for one 
side pitifully aiid worthlessly small in comparison with the 
Joss of either nominal gainer or nominal loser. And greater 
far than even the vast direct losses to both sides, are those 
fndirect losses to the people at large, who are forced to 
suffer, though they may have neither direct part nor direct 
interest. 

To a war of this kind Franklin’s maxim seems to apply 
with almost its full force—‘there never was a good war nor 
a bad peace.”

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INTELLIGENT SCHOOLBOYS. 


Some remarkable public school examination papers have 
been published in this country; but nothing in that line, pro- 
duced on this side the Atlantic, equals some answers which 
the London Academy calls ‘“‘gems.’’ :

ot eighty-fifth annual report of the American Bible Society 
co tains some interesting facts concerning the progress of 


eWork at home and abroad. 


Tentative versions of parts of the New Testament have 
been made, in Pampagna, Visayan, Cebuan, Yambal and 
Slocano dialects, for: use in the Philippines, This, however, is 
only a beginning. The dialects in the archipelago are very 
numerous and sooner or later every tribeman will have the 
book in his own tongue. 

The number of copies issued during the last year was 1l,- 
544,128, of which 973,615 were sent abroad, an increase of 
141,118 in the foreign supply. But in China the circulation 
was 60,000 less, owing to the Boxer troubles.

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THE CHARTER AMENDMENTS, 


The Charter Amendments which to 
the voters Oct. 22 sheuld be thercughly studied. 

They are carefully drawn, and designed to accomplish 
three principal cbjects: The erection of public buildings, the 
construction and reconstruction of streets and the building of 
sewers, 

It is provided that the cost of street improvement shall be 
ed, 25 per cent against the abutting property, 75 per 
cent against the property immediately adjoining, the limits 
of which are to be determined by the Board of Public Im- 
provements. The board is likewise authorized to create bou- 
levards, the cost of improvement being borne by the prop- 
erty fronting on them. Sidewalk improvement is to be paid

for on the front foot plan, strictly. 

A system of joint district sewers is provided to be built 
at the expense of all the territory drained. Besides, three 
other classes are contemplated: “Public,” to be paid for out 
of the general revenues; “district,’’ the expense of which 
will be met by special tax, and “private,” to be built under 
the supervision of the city, but at the expense of property 
owners directly interested. 

Public buildings are provided for by the creation of a spe- 
cial fund. This is raised by an increase in the tax rate, 
proposed by the Assembly, but which must be approved by 
the peonle at a special election. 

These amendments are plainly required in the interest of 
public welfare. Most of the public buildings are in a dilapi- 
dated condition. They are moreover antiquated and unfit. at 
ithe best. The only modern building ts the City Hall, which 
is yet far from completion. 

The condition of the streets is a confessed public scandal. 
and the sewers are inadequate for comfort and health. 

The public improvements provided in the amendment are 
highly desirable for ordinary civie life. They are absolutely 
necessary to put the city in a condition in which it can bear 
with credit the strain of the World's Fair period. 

It should be remembered us the special merit of the pro- 
posed legislation that the burden upon the taxpayers is light- 
ened by the wise provision to distribute the cost over a term 
of years, the special] tax bills being paid in installments. The 
&imendments were prepared by men especially qualified, and 
are designed to meet an emergency which can be met in no 
other way.

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KANSAS IS A CORN STATE 


SecretSty Wilson Confronted by His 
Own Figures to Prove It. 
TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 5.—Secretary F. D. 
Coburn of the Kansas board of agriculture 
is out in an answer to the remark of Sec- 
retary of Agricuiture James Wilson to the 
effect that Kansas is not one of the great 

corn states In part Mr. Coburn says: 

‘The reports of Mr. Wilson's department 
for the past five years show the foremost 
corn-producing states of the world (in ag- 
gregate yield) to be Iowa, Illinois, Nebras- 
ka, Kansas and Missouri, in. the order 
named, and that for 10 years past, save 
one, these same states have led in pro- 
ducing the king of cereals. 

‘They reveal that in the past five vears 
young, ‘semi-arid’ “Kansas once ranked 
third, crowding lowa for second place, sur- 
passing both Missouri and Nebraska. Kan- 
sas in the same period ranked fourth once 
and fifth tn this galaxy of corn stars three 
times, while excluded Nebraska has a rec- 
ord as good, or better, having’ distanced 
Illinois in 1895 and lowa in 1897, leaving 
‘reliable Missouri to occupy fourth place 
three vears and fifth place two years in 
the five.’’
